The building was in flames when Tenbib- 
ben re-entered presumably to get his hat 
and coat, which, in the rush to escape, 
he had left behind. 


The young man's friends think he may 
bave been stunned’ in some manner and 
wandered about the city.

The Organization Committee of the 
World's Fair asked and was granted more 
time by the board of directors Tuesday, for 
the nomination of a director general. 

The statement was made by a member 
of the committee that, the Fair arrange- 
ments are progressing nicely without a 
director general and that, as the need of 
a chief wil! not be felt until the actual 
work of building the exposition shall have 
begun, the committee believed the 6ffice 
could be filled more satisfactorily later 
than now. 

The board coincided with this opinion 
and said that it had no desire to hurry the 
committee in the performance of its work. 

The attendance at the board meeting, 
which was held in the banquet hall of the 
Noonday Club, was large. 

When the roll was called President Fran- 
cis requested Secretary Stevens to read the 
bylaw in regarél to the penalty which is 
provided for those directors who fail to 
attend three consecutive regular meetings 
of the board, and have no excuse for their 
absence. 

The bylaw provides that such members 
shall lose their places on the board. 

President Francis said tnat he had re- 
quested the reading of the provision be- 
cause several members had not been 
prompt in their attendance and had not 
excused themselves satisfactorily. 

The discussion did not proceed farther. 

Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern Railroad, was appointed to the va- 
cancy on the committee on fine arts.

SENTIMENT TO RETURN HIM TO 
THE SENATE IS STRONG. 


SENATOR MAY BE CONSULTED 


Friends of the Veteran at Confederate 
Reunion Urged His Retention 
for Another Term. 


An effort to induce United States Senator 
George G. Vest not to withdraw from the 
Senate at the close of his present term is 
being discussed among the older WDemo- 
crats of Missouri. 

At the ex-confederate reunion in Spring- 
field last week the sentiment for the re- 


election of Vest. was strong. It cropped 
out in numerous discussions at the reunion 
grounds and in hotel offices. 

None of the most prominent politicians of 
the state has become openly identified with 
the Vest movement, but it is said to have 
reached a 8s e where it has attracted the 
attention of the managers of the state sen- 
atorial campaign. 

After the sentiment of Democrats 
throughout the state has been ascertained 
by a quiet canvass, it is propos.d to la, 
the matter before Senator Vest, whe is 
now in retirement at his home near Sweet 
Springs, Mo. 

Those who are urging the election of Sen- 
ator Vest as his own successor say that 
they are not animated by hostility to for- 
mer Gov. Stone or other candidates for the 
tog. They urge simply that the senator's 
achievements for the state and his prest.ge 
in the Senate should entitled him to con- 
tinuance in his seat as iong as he retains 
his powers of mind and body. 

“It would take 10 years,’ said one of the 
Vest advocates at Springfield last week, 
“for a new man in the Senaté, however ca- 

able, to attain to the place in the upper 

ranch of Congress which Vest now hoids 
undisputed. 

“Vest is a member, and the senior mem- 
ber, of the committee on commerce. Of 
course he is not its chairman, as his party 
is in the minority, but the traditions of 
senatorial courtesy are strong, and Vest is 
% power in his committee and in the Sen- 
ate. 
“Senator Vest also deserves well of Mis- 
sourt for the aid which he rendered to the 
World’s Fair in Congress. The servfces of 
Vest and Cockrell at the most critical pe- 
riod in the history of the Fair can never 
be overestimated. 

‘What has been said of Vest's prestigo 
applies —-, to Senator Cockrell, who is 
now considering the question whether he 
will retire at the close of his term. 

“A lange number of Democrats in Mis- 
souri will never be satisfied with having 
either Vest or Cockrell Ft aside until they 
are relieved of their duties by death or 
absolute physical incapacity.’’

TRANSIT COMPANY SEEKS PER- 
MISSION ON PINE STREET. 


OLD CONTROVERSEY IS OPENED 


City Counselor Decided Underground 
Trolleys or Storage Batteries Were 
Required by Franchise. 


The controversy between the city govern- 
ment and the St. Louis Transit Co. over 
the company’s right to erect trolley poles 
along Pine street, from Twelfth street to 
Twenty-first street, was reopened Tuesday 
by an application presented to the Board 
of Public Improvements by Attorney Geo. 
W. Easley. 

The company’s application was for a per- 
mit from the board to erect 30-foot poles 
on Pine street for the nine blocks trav- 
e-sed by the Central Traction line. It was 
accompanied by the usual blue prints, 

From remarks made by Mr. Easley in 
presenting the application President Phil- 
lips and other members of the board believe 
that the company expects the board to re- 
fuse the application. 

The company’s next step, the members of 
the board believe, would be to file a man- 
damus sult against the board, seeking to 
compel it to give the desired approval. 

Whether the board will fall into line with 


will be deeded by its members before next 
Tuesday’s* meeting. Meanwhile the appli- 
cation will be in the hands of the street 
committee. 

The controversy between the board and 
the transit company over the Pine street 
case dates from last spring, when the com- 
pany began the work of erecting the poles 
and was stopped by the street commis- 
sioner, with the aid of the police. 

The Central Traction franchise law stip- 
ulated that underground trolleys or storuge 
batteries should be used for the opera- 
tion of the cars running out Pine street. 

The company claimed that this clause 
was annulled by provisions in the later 
law which permitted the sale of the Centra! 
Traction franchise. It was held chat the 
purchasers of the franchise were given tg: 
right to operate the line by the same pow- 
er as that used on the Easton avenue line. 

This question was brought before the 
[city counselor by the action of the strect 
commissioner, and he decided against the 
company. 

Tuesday's application, which has been 
expected for weeks, was the first step taken 
by the company for four months toward 
securing a final settlement of the question, 

Attorney Easley requested the board to 
act on the petition as soon as ssib!¢, 
and not to reject it on the ground of any 
defeet in the technical plans, as these 
would be remedied as fast as pointed out.

TESTATOR TOOK NO CHANCES OF 
A CONTEST. 


NO CONFIDENCE IN LANGUAGE 


Demarse Drew Diagram Illustrating 
the Way in Which His Property 
Was to Be Distributed. : 


Jean Pierre Dontie Demarse, who died re- 
cently at his home near Centerville Station, 
did not have a great deal of confidence in 
the English language as a vehicle for mak- 
ing known his wishes respecting the dis- 
tribution of his property. 

In his wiit, which was filed in the Coun- 
ty Court at Belleville Tuesday for probate, 
to save any ambiguity in the terms of his 
bequests, he included a dia m showing 
how he wanted his property divided among 
his children. 

The will was dated Sept. 9, 1897. He gave 
his wife all his personal property and a 
life estate In the real property and directed 
that at her death it was to be divided 
among his children, Clementine, Claude, 
Natalia Dehler and Frank Demarse. 

The will then continues: “To avoid the 
possibilities of confusion aad misunder- 
standing as to the manner of division, the 
diagram hereby attached is self-explana- 
tory.”’ 

The diagram was not as explanatory as 
it might be. It was a crude drawing, with- 
out identification of the lines by survey 
numbers, and the names of the heirs were 
written in the spaces corresponding to the 

perty the testators desired them to 
lave. 

An accurate reprisentation of the dila- 
gram will have to be recorded in the books 
of the county clerk, inasmuch as the draw- 
ing is embraced in the will. 

The wiil is the first one ever filed in the 
office of the county clerk ta which a dia- 
gram was employed to Illuminate the in- 
tentions of the testator. It has attracted 
a good dead of attention.

MOUNT SHASTA IS VOLCANIC 


Two Boiling Springs on the Summit 
Have Disappeared and Other 
Phenomena Are Reported. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

REDDING, Cal., Aug. 13.—Tourists who 
have returned from the summit of Mount 
Shasta report a phenomenon which may 
have an important meaning. Every sum- 
mer that men have scaled the peak a spring 
has bubbled boiling hot in a rock basin 
close to the monument. Eggs were often 
dropped into it to beil. Nearby was a mud 
lake. 

Now both the spring and the lake are 
absolutely dry. The disappearance of 
water is attributed to disturbances within 
the mountain. There are many who believe 
that the ancient volcano is not as lifeless 
as it has seemed. 

When so many freight trains slipped their 
brakes and ran away on the grade in the 
vicinity of Sisson last summer, the theoty 
was advanced that volcanic disturbances 
within Mount Shasta were to blame.

SUFFOCATED BY ENGINE SMOKE 


Unusual Cause Led to the Death of Two 
Men and the Saving of Two More 
by a Narrow Margin. 


HELENA, Mont., Aug. 13—Two men) 
were killed and two others staggered into 
the open air with almost their last gasp, 

as the result of a peculiar accident which 
occurred at 6 o’¢lock last night in the new | 
tunnel of the Minah mine at Wickes, 

The four men had gone to the end of the 
tunnel, a distance-of 2600 feet, and were 
engaged in sinking qa shaft, which work had 
been in progress several days. They had 
been using a small engine for hoisting dirt. 
The smoke from the engine had been car- 
ried to a tunnel above the one in whicn 
the men were engaged, from where it was 
dissipated by means. of an air shaft. 

Last night after the men had been work- 
ing several hours..the air shaft became 
stopped up and the smoke was forced to re- 
turn to the tumgel where it originated.

D auer, known variously along Broad- 
aon about the country as S. George 
D’Essauer and Simon Dessauer.

Was not known to him, and Miss Bertram, 
who was known to him by reputation and 
Sight, came to him to negotiate a loan for 
As security they «#ffered forty-two 
bonds, at 5 per cent, of the Marion 
ater Co. of Marion, lo., and five $500 
bonds at 6 per cent of the Northwestern 
Gas Light and Coke Co. 

Mr. Smith says he took the bonds and 
said he would report on the loan in a 
couple of days. He wired to Chicago and 
found that the Marion bonds were quoted 
-at better than # and the Northwestern 
bonds at better than 100. He notified Miss 
Bertram, who was stopping at the Hoft- 
man House, and on April 28 she and D’iis- 
gsauer called. 

Mr. Smith said he would let them have 
$1500 then and a little: later would try and 
raise the amount to $5000. Mr. Smith says 
that Miss Bertram asserted that the bonds 
came to her from the estate of her fa- 
ther, thus accounting for the lack of a 
broker’s memorandum of sale, and she 
also said that D’Essauer was a half-broth- 
er and therefore had an interest.

ey verge officers for the companies. 
oth institutions in May of 1900 reported 
to Mr. Smith that the bonds were counter- 
feits and that they had the originals in 
eir own possession. 

In one instance the trust company said 
the indorsements of its own officials had 
been ‘“‘faked” in addition. The bonds were 
stamped as counterfeits by the companies 
and returned by them to Mr. Smith, with 
letters explaining their worthlessness. 

Mr. Smith says that as soon as these let- 
ters were received he wrote to Miss Ber- 
tram and asked her to call. Then he told 
her of the fact the bonds were fraudulent. 
According to Smith Miss Bertram asserted 
she knew nothing of this fact, but admit- 
ted that the money had all gone to her, 
and said that if he would not take any 
step to punish D’Essauer criminally or 
bring action she would pay the $1500 her- 


self.

FREE FIGHT IN FRONT OF GILSEY 
HOUSE IN NEW YORE. 


PARTICIPANTS ALL PROMINENT 


Three Boston Politicians Started a 
Fight With Crowd of Wall Paper 
Manufacturers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—A fight which re- 
sulted in the stabbing of two men occurred 
in front of the Gilsey House early today. 
The police can give very little information 
about the row or what led up to it, and 
no arrests were made. From what could be 
learned at the hotel, three men, said to be 
Boston politicians, and whose names the 
police give as Joseph A. Conroy, Patrick 
Bowen and Joseph J. Norton, started the 
fight. 

The Wall Paper Manufacturers’ Conven- 
tion is being held at the Gilsey House, 
and a number of the delegates were stand- 
ing in front of the doorway when the three 
men crossed Broadway to enter the hotel. 
Conroy, it is asserted, had some words 
with some of the wall paper men, and, in 
a moment, a lively fight was in progress. 

William F. Francis, also said to be a 
wall paper manufacturer, was attracted to 
the scene from a neighboring restaurant 
and went to the assistance of his friends. 
Conroy received a stab wound itn the back 
and Francis was wounded in the thigh. The 
wounds of the injured men were dressed 
and they said they would make no com- 
plaint, even if the police succeeded in find- 


ing the man who did the stabbing. It was 
said that one of the Boston men was a 
congressman, another an alderman and the 
third a state senator.

Mr. Thomas W. Lawson, the millionaire yachtsman, doesn’t 
believe a young man needs a college education, except as 
one needs a sunset, a moonrise or a dream.
